Procedure  -  Schedule  #415A 

Council  received  the  following  delegations,  speaking 
against  the  projects  listed: 

#2  Mr.  Fry,  representing  the  C.P.R.,  objecting 

to  the  Pender  Street  project  as  he  was 
of  the  opinion  that  such  improvements 
should  not  be  carried  out  until  the  future 
of  the  general  area  has  been  resolved, 
i.e.  False  Creek  redevelopment; 

#4  Mr.  Lim  and  Mr.  Prowse  -  both  objecting  to  the 

First  Avenue  project  as  each  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  owners  should  not  be 
assessed  the  costs  involved  in  putting 
wiring  underground  at  this  location. 

Council  considered  a  Board  of  Administration  report,  dated 
November  1,   1972,  dealing  with  the  subsequent  procedure  of  the 
various  projects,  and  took  action  as  follows:
